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NEWS FROM THE CIN BUREAU 


The Bureau of the International Numismatic Commission held its annual meeting on 
25-26 May at the British Museum in London. It was attended by the President Robert 
Carson (UK), Vice Presidents Peter Berghaus (West Germany) and István Gedai (Hun- 
gary), Treasurer Herbert Cahn (Switzerland), Secretary Kolbjgrn Skaare (Norway), 
and Michael Bates (USA), Ernesto Bernareggi (Italy), Jean-Baptiste Giard (France) 
and Octavian Iliescu (Romania). 


The minutes of the last meeting in Budapest were adopted, as were the accounts for 
1982, and the budget for 1983 presented by the Treasurer. The President gave his 
report on the activities of the Bureau during the past year. 


As a result of the campaign to widen the membership of the Commission, the Bureau 
was able to record with pleasure the accession of eight new members: 


- Europeen Genotschaap voor Munt- en Penningkunde, Tienen, Belgium 

- The Bulgarian Numismatic Society, Sofia, Bulgaria 

- Germanisches Nationalmuseum, Nürnberg, Germany 

- The American Numismatic Association, Colorado Springs, U.S.A. 

- The Eric P. Newman Numismatic Education Society, St. Louis, U.S.A. 

- The Indian Institute for Research in Numismatic Studies, Bombay, India 

- The Institute for Monetary and Economic Studies, Bank of Japan, Tokyo, Japan. 


With the resumption of membership by one institution which had temporarily with- 
drawn, the total membership of the Commission has now risen to 106, but the Bureau 
would still be glad to receive suggestions for further extension of the membership. 


The President drew attention to the publication in the autumn of 1982 of the two 
volumes of the Proceeedings of the International Numismatic Congress at Berne in 
1979, and the Bureau recorded its appreciation of the work of the editors Tony 
Hackens (Leuven) and Raymond Weiller (Luxembourg), and of the generosity of the 


International Association of Professional Numismatists which had made the publi- 
cation possible. 
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The Bureau expressed its thanks to Herbert Cahn, the editor of the Commission's 
Newsletter, of which two numbers had been published in the past year. The editor 
appealed again to all members of the Commission and to other numismatic organisa- 
tions, even if not members, to supply him with information for the Newsletter. 

The next number is planned to be published in October 1983, and items should be 
submitted to the editor by 15 September. The deadline for the number to be published 
in March 1984 will be 1 February. The Commission's annual publication, the Compte 
Rendu 29 (1982) was tabled and approved by the Bureau. The volume contains lists 

of the names and addresses of members and reports on the year's activities of the 
Bureau. Copies of the Compte Rendu may be obtained gratis on application to the 
Secretary, Dr. Kolbjgrn Skaare, Universitetets Myntkabinett, Frederigsgate 2, Oslo Ше 
Norway. 


The meeting was attended by John Kent (London), secretary of the organising committee 
for the International Numismatic Congress in London on 8-12 September 1986 who 
brought the Bureau up to date on the planning of the event. The Bureau was informed 
on the preparation of the Survey of Numismatic Research 1978-84. The editors of 

the several sections have almost completed the formation of the teams of contri- 
butors. It is hoped to publish the names and addresses in the next Newsletter, and 
authors of articles are asked to send offprints where possible to the appropriate 
team members to facilitate the production of the volume. 


A report was presented by Paul Naster (Belgium) on the Commission's project, the 
Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum. One new fascicule of the Tübingen collection had been 
published, and 25 fascicules contained in 6 volumes of the Copenhagen collection 
had been re-issued. Two further new fascicules are in press, and an extensive num- 
ber of new volumes from six different countries are in active preparation. The 
Bureau approved a proposal that the Sylloge should be produced in a slightly reduced 
format (295mm x 210mm). It was decided that the new format should be adopted for 

all future fascicules with some few exceptions, such as where in an existing series 
in the old format a completing fascicule was required. On the other project under 
the Commission's patronage, Coin Hoards, the editor Martin Price (London) reported 
that Vol. VII would be published by the end of 1983, and much material was to hand 
For VOL. VELI: 


It was reported that a few institutions were still charging a reproduction fee for 
photographs requested for scholarly and non-commercial publications, but it appears 
that, following representations by the Bureau, it may be possible to overcome this 
problem. The Bureau advises that the following procedure should be followed in re- 
questing photographs from public collections for use in publication: Every applica- 
tion for photographs should be accompanied by a clear statement that the photographs 
are required for publication in a scholarly and non-commercial article or book. In 
such cases, either the title of the projected article and the title of the periodi- 
cal in which it is to appear, or the title of the book and the name of the publisher 
should be stated. The request should also be accompanied by a positive request that 
any reproduction fee normally charged should be waived for the reasons stated. If 
photographs are requested purely for research purposes and not for publication, this 
should also be clearly stated. The Bureau will be glad to have information about 
continuing difficulties. 


The programme of future numismatic symposia and conference was reviewed. It was re- 
gretted that the Bureau's hope that a numismatic section in the proceedings of the 

Congress of Classical Archaeology in Athens in September 1983 had not been realised, 
though it was still hoped that a certain number of numismatic papers by individuals 
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would be presented. In the Cours de Numismatique to be held at Santander in Spain 

on 5-9 September 1983 one of the papers will be presented by a member of the Bureau. 
Details were supplied of the programme of the symposium оп 'Numismatics and History ' 
at the ANS on 9-10 September 1983 in which several members of the Bureau would par- 


ticipate. 


Those deciding to participate in the symposium on 'The use of scientific techniques 
in the study of coinage of Europe and the Mediterranean World AD 500-1500' to be 

held in London on 6-7 April 1984 can still make application to the Secretary, Miss 
Marion M. Archibald, Department of Coins and Medals, British Museum, London WC1 3DG. 
The Bureau was still formulating its plans for its participation in the CISH Congress 
at Stuttgart on 25 August - 1 September 1985. 


It was reported to the Bureau that following a theft of coins from the Royal Collec- 
tion of Coins and Medals in Copenhagen a man had been successfully prosecuted. It 
transpired, however, that the accused appeared to have carried out similar thefts 

from other public collections, but that this information had not been circulated, 

or circulated only in a restricted fashion. The Bureau, therefore, urgently recommends 
all museum members of the Commission that they should immediately communicate de- 
tails of such thefts, accompanied by photographs if possible, both to the Interna- 
tional Association of Professional Numismatists, either to a local member, or, pre- 
ferably, direct to Mr. Patrick Finn, Spink & Sons Ltd., 5-7 King Street, St. James's, 
London SW1 (telephone 01 930 7888), and to the Secretary of the Commission. 


It was agreed to accept an invitation from the Staatliche Museum Berlin to hold the 


next Bureau meeting there. The proposed dates, subject to confirmation after con- 
sultation with the Berlin Museum,are 26-27 March 1984.

CONGRÈS - COLLOQUES -  SYMPOSIUMS 


La Zecca di Milano, 9.- 14.5.1983 


Dal 9 al 14 maggio 1983 si & celebrato a Milano il Convegno Internazionale di 
Studio su 'La zecca di Milano', organizzato dalle CivicheRaccolte Numismatiche 

di Milano e dalla Societä Numismatica Italiana. Manca in questa sede lo spazio 
per analizzare singolarmente i quasi quaranta contributi, portati da studiosi 

di dieci nazioni diverse. Ne sarà possibile la lettura negli Atti, che verranno 
curati dalla Società Numismatica Italiana. Conviene invece tentare di riassumere 
sinteticamente i criteri con i quali il Convegno & stato impostato. La moneta & 
stata affrontata tenendo conto della molteplicità di significati che essa ha avuto 
in ogni tempo. La si è esaminata sia come documento insostituibile per l'analisi 
della storia economica, che come monumento archeologico, che come opera d'arte. 
Sono stati quindi approfonditi non soltanto i temi tradizionali della numismatica, 
come l'organizzazione nel tempo delle sequenze di tipi prodotti da una zecca, ma 
anche, e soprattutto,i temi della circolazione monetaria in un territorio, quello 
di Milano, gli aspetti tecnici della produzione, i rapporti con le altre divise 
circolanti, la politica finanziaria dei vari governi, la circolazione della moneta 
milanese fuori dai confini, gli aspetti legislativi della circolazione monetaria. 


Non sono state tentate sintesi che affrontassero complessivamente queste tematiche. 
Si aveva coscienza che la moneta era stata studiata percorrendo binari distinti per 
ogni disciplina, con scarsa o nulla circolazione dell'informazione. Cosi lo storico 
ignorava spesso il lavoro del numismatico, questo il lavoro dell'economista, e 
l'economista le ricostruzioni dell'archeologo. Vi era una differenziazione anche 

a livello terminologico tale da provocare incomprensioni, diffidenze ed equivoci. 

Si è quindi tentato di costruire un programma nel quale i problemi venissero tratta- 
ti dalle voci piü autorevoli nella critica mondiale, ciascuna nel proprio campo 
specifico. L'unità doveva ricostituirsi nella coralità dei contributi e nella dis- 
puce La profonda unità del tema e appunto affiorata proprio al momento degli 
interventi sulle relazioni, che sono stati appassionati, costruttivi, propulsivi. 
Tutti hanno compreso l'ampliamento di orizzonte che derivata ad ognuno da confronto 
con angolazioni critiche diverse dalle proprie, dall'approccio a 


à metodologie e a 
linguaggi talvolta inconsueti е Chi а тсе Vet 


tura. Si sono sentite critiche 
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(poche), molte autocritiche e vigorosi inviti agli esponenti delle altre disci- 
pline a programmare le ricerche non tanto nella prospettiva indicata da scelte 
abitudinarie o solitarie, ma in una dimensione interdisciplinare indispensabile 
per il progresso di tutti e di ognuno. 


Particolarmente interessante è stato il riaccostarsi degli economisti e degli 
storici alla moneta come documento reale e non solo come citazione nel documento, 

ed il loro appello ai numismatici per una ricerca piü archeologica, piü attenta 

ai problemi quantitativi che a quelli estetici e tipologici. Un invito quindi a 
documentare la circolazione effettiva, con tutti i mezzi, dai ripostigli ai ritrova- 
menti archeologici, e allo studio accurato della moneta divisionale, della docu- 
mentazione numismatica più povera, oggi pressochè sconosciuta. 


Dalle giornate del Convegno & certamente scaturito un quadro obiettivo della 
situazione delle ricerche sulla moneta di Milano e circolante in Milano, dalla 
romanità al XIX secolo. E pure però scaturita l'indicazione di una pluralità di 
vie che la ricerca dei prossimi anni non potrà non battere. E ció non solo per 
Milano. Il tentativo di riunire esponenti di diverse discipline a dibattere sul 
tema moneta, da loro esaminato sotto diverse angolazioni, è probabilmente riuscito 
anche per la precisa individuazione territoriale del tema. L'aver costretto l'in- 
teresse ad una sola zecca e al territorio che essa serviva ha permesso sempre una 
perfetta  aderenza al tema, stimolando anche una discussione incisiva e, direi, 
aggressiva. Ciö non ostante la latitudine cronologica dell'assunto, che poteva 
sembrare inizialmente eccessiva e dispersiva. Tale importanza decisiva dell'unità 
geografica non potrà venire ignorata organizzando in futuro appuntamenti simili. 
Pensiamo quindi che le grandi zecche italiane, o le zecche di territori unitari, 
potranno porsi come possibili momenti di incontro interdisciplinare, forse a pre- 
ferenza di tematiche a carattere complessivo, sui grandi problemi dell'economia, 
della storia o della numismatica.

Mikuláš Adaukt Voigt - Founder of Czech Scientific Numismatics. Brno-Mikulov, 
13.,—147571983; 





The symposium dedicated to the 250th anniversary of Mikulä® Adaukt Voigt was orga- 
nised by the Numismatic Department of the Moravian Museum in Brno, the Czech 
Numismatic Society in Prague and in Brno, the Moravian Section of the Numismatic 
Commission of the Czechoslovak Academy of Science and the Regional Museum in Mikulov 
on May 13-14, 1983. 


Today, we rightly consider M.A. Voigt as the founder of Czech numismatic research. 
His main work 'Beschreibung der bisher bekannten bóhmischen Münzen', issued during 
the years 1771-1887, brought about a new synthetic view of the history of Czech 
coinage. 


Leading numismatists from Central Europe were invited to take part and prepare 
special lectures. On the first day, the symposium organised in Brno in the lecture 
hall of the Moravian Museum, was inaugurated by Dr. Jifi Sejbal, Josef Polik and 
Ing. Jaromir Lukas. Dr. Lubomir NemeSkal, Dr. Jarmila Häskovä, Ing. Jan Stefan and 
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Dr. Zdenka NemeÉkalová gave lectures on Voigt as a scholar and as a person. Dana 
Svobodá spoke about Czech numismatics at the end of the 18th century and Dr. Tomás 
Krejéik on numismatics in Moravia at that period. In the afternoon, the lecture 

of Dr. Helmut Jungwirth, Vienna, 'Numismatische Forschung in Oesterreich im 18. 
und zu Beginn des 19. Jahrhunderts' was read in his absence. Dr. Stanislaw Sucho- 
dolski, Warsaw, talked about 'Polish research on the history of money by Feliks 
Loyko'; Dr. Paul Arnold, Dresden, lectured on 'Johann Friedrich Klotzsch's Versuch 
einer chursáchsischen Münzgeschichte von den áltesten bis auf jetzige Zeiten, 
Chemnitz 1779'. Dr. Vladimir Závodsky introduced German authors of the 18th cen- 
tury writing on Czech coinage development, and the programme was closed by Dr. Wolf- 
gang Steguweit, Gotha, who read a paper on 'Problematik der Numismatik im 18. und 
frühen 19. Jahrhundert auf dem Territorium der DDR'. 


The following day, all participants visited Mikulov - the last place where Voigt 
lived. Dr. Zdenek Simedek spoke there about Voigt and his relation with the Czech 
society. Dr. Metodéj Zemek talked about the activities of the Mikulov Gymnasium 
in Voigt's time, and Dr. HT Kroupa mentioned masonic societies in that period. 


All participants visited the memory desk of M.A. Voigt in the Mikulov Gymnasium 
and laid down flowers to his monument. A special exhibition 'Personalities of 
Czech Numismatics on Medals' was opened in the Mikulov Castle.

35 states and 30 Foreign countries). 


As a special feature of this year's Convention, the American Numismatic Society, 
which celebrates its 125th Anniversary in 1983, will provide all of the speakers 
at the various meetings of collector groups which will take place in December. 
A.N.S. curators and other staff members will speak to the British Commonwealth 
Numismatic Society, the International Banknote Society, the Lithuanian Numismatic 
Association, Numismatics International, the Oriental Numismatic Society, the 
Russian Numismatic Society, la Société américaine pour l'étude de la numismatique 
frangaise, and the Society for Medieval Numismatics. The A.N.S. will also be re- 
presented at its own booth, as it has for the past few years. Also expected to 
attend this year's event is the International Numismatic Society Authentication 
Bureau (INSAB) of Washington, D.C., specialists in the detection of coin forgeries.

In 1904 D.G. Hogarth led an expedition on behalf of the British Museum to explore 
the foundations of the 6th century BC temple of Artemis, which was being erected 
during the reign of King Croesus of Lydia. The dramatic finds of figurines, jewel- 
lery, coins, and other artefacts were fully published in 1908; but even today 
there is considerable controversy over the dates which may be accorded the coins. 


This is the earliest context in which coins have been found. It is essential that 
the crucial evidence of these excavations be discussed in the light of modern 
knowledge concerning both the objects themselves and the building from which they 
come. 


Hogarth found that he had to disagree with the views of specialists whom he con- 
sulted - B.V. Head for coins and W. Budge for scarabs - and he had to disregard 
their opinions in making his own decisions on the interpretation of the site. This 
colloquium, to be held at the British Museum on the feast of the Artemisia, 1984, 
will bring together specialists in the different fields represented amongst these 
diverse finds. Through discussion of these problems, which time has as yet failed 
to solve, it is anticipated that numismatists will be in a better position to ex- 
plore in the future the many other problems of the introduction of coinage.

The presentation will be in 
modified Sylloge form, with illustrations and summary descriptions of every coin, 
but each volume will contain an introduction of 200/300 pages giving a general 
survey of the coinage and an up-to-date bibliography. The arrangement is based on 
the assumption that 1200/1500 coins should make up volumes of convenient size, and 
is planned as follows:

MUSEUM NEWS 


Avesta / Sweden 
A new Coin Cabinet has been opened in September. 


In 1983, Avesta Jernverks AB celebrated its 100th anniversary. In order to commemorate 
this event, the Board of Directors decided to set aside funds to create a coin cabi- 
net in which the company's collection of klippings (square cut coins), round coins 

and plate money could be put on display. The Avesta Jernverk of today traces its 
origin back to Avesta Kopparbruk (copper works), founded in 1644. From that date 
Copper was refined and most of Sweden's copper coinage minted in Avesta. The Avesta 
Copper works was long one of Sweden's largest manufacturing establishments. Its foun- 
der and first director was the moneyer Markus Kock. 


The principal purpose of the Coin Cabinet is to exhibit the products of the mint - 
copper coins - as well as to illustrate by means of a series of pictures and selected 
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objects the manner in which copper was produced and copper coins were minted. To- 
gether they comprise key components in the history of Sweden's coinage, and are 
closely associated with Dalecarlia, as most of the copper came from the Falu Copper 
Mine. The coin history of Sweden is also closely associated with Avesta in that 
more than 99 percent of the plate money - in value terms - was minted here. The 
klippings and round coins from before 1644 were minted in Säter, Nyköping and Ar- 
boga, but from 1644 through 1831 all were minted in Avesta. 


The first room contains a series of pictures illustrating money and its role in 
society. The other exhibits are silver and gold coins, coins from Sweden's over- 
seas possessions, and copper coins from the post-1831 period. The inner room - the 
Avesta Room - contains a series of pictures illustrating the production of copper 
coins, as well as the 10-daler coin. On one end wall thirteen 8-daler coins are on 
display. This collection of plate money is probably the largest in the world at 
present. On the long wall all types of plate money minted between 1649 and 1759 
are exhibited. 


The Coin Cabinet is housed in a cellar vault of a former grain storehouse erected 
in 1829 and located only a hundred yards or so from the spot where the mint actually 
operated.
